manne:ly or ancivill, as proud fleſh doth now, neither did he ſay. rake 
him away, I am in authority, and what a baſe word is this to Thou me, 
as<xalted proud fleſh doth in. theſe dayes : Gods preſence, power and 
awhority hath union with Thee and Thou, then that power and authori- 
ty thar cannot beare Thee and Thou is not of God, but judged with che 
higheſt power, even that which is of God, When Moſes did-thouthe 
powerfull God, antl in his preſence when he ſpake face to face with him, 
23S a.man peaks to his friend, God was not offended at him for it, bur

living God, he was ſo well pleaſed with Fucob, who ſid Thou, to him, 
that be bleſlced him, and gave bim power , and ſaid, As 4 Prince haſt 
thou power with God, and with men and baſt prevailed, Gen. 33. 86, 
27,28, read that ſweet language betwixt God and Jacob, which is now 
berwixt God and his ſeed, which language is called uncivill or unman= 
nerly now with the Serpent and his ſeed, ro ſay Thee and Thou , but 
God did not tell F&cob that it was unciviil, neither did he [ay it was un- 
mannerly, to ſay Thou to him.
